The advantage of this Roofing over the various prepared or ready roofings comp< >ed 
of coal-tar felt and pitch, consists in the far greater durability and strength of thi 
Natural Asphalt Materials employed in saturating, cementing together, and surface xtiVi 
the felt; the nature of these materials being such that they will not dry up and b> ne 
brittle by evaporation under exposure to the heat of the sun.

Lay, as shown in above cut: — Commence at the eave or gutter: Lap each sheet t\\ 
inches upon the one below, and nail all exposed edges two inches a it using lath n Is 
driven through a tin cap.

Lay, as shown in above cut: — Commence at the eave or gutter; lap each sheet t\\ 
inches upon the one below, and nail all exposed edges two inches apart, using lath nails 
riven through a tin cap. It is preferable (especially if the roof has a low pitch) to apply. 
with a small brush, a thin coating of the liquid asphalt under the laps before nailing. 
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Make careful connections with walls, chimneys, scuttles, etc., by turning up the felt and 
securing it firmly with strong wooden cleats, well nailed. Having thus carefully applied the 
felt, coat the entire surface (commencing at the highest point) with Warren's Liquid 
Asphalt Roof Coating, covering the coating as fast as applied with a liberal supply of 
coarse dry sand or grit.
